During the interview it was agreed that, while the specification did provide verbal support for 
the claimed feature (see [0056]), Applicant's figure 1 did not clearly show applicant's claimed invention, as it does not 
show the AIGaN layers having AIN molar fraction between 0.3 and 1 inclusively and located between the current non- 
injection layer and the active layer, the AIGaN layers having a combined thickness in the claimed range. In any case 
applicant's proposed amendment would not be entered because it changes the scope of the claimed invention 
requiring further search and/or consideration, as the "combined thickness" feature was added to AND the ridge stripe 
feature was removed from the claims. 
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
